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NO MORE PEACE NEGOTIATIONS.

London, March 22.— It has been 
learned that no new peace overtiiros 
bave been made to Lord Salisbury, nor 
are any expected at present by Great 
Britain. The trlcRraphic correspond- 
ence has been ccnlinod to the treat- 
ment of Hriti.sh prisoners, Lord Salis- 
bury holding the presidents of the 
donth African republics responsible. 
The question of the safety -of .lohan- 
nesburg and the gold mines there has 
not bctn nOsed. 

lx)ndoii, March :;2.— Ix)rd Roberts 
telegraphs from Bloemfontein, under 
date of Iilarcta. 2, as follows: 

"So many burghers have expressed 
a desire to sarrender under the terms 
of the last proclamation that I have 
sent small columns in various direc- 
tions to register thair names and take 
over Ahelr arms. 

"A cavalry brigade has gone to the 
eastward to Thahaiuhu, ami a detach- 
ment from Springloutein has occupied 
Smithfleld, where some Transvaalers 
and a wagon Vlth arms and ammuni- 
tion were captured. The Scots guards 
are at EdinburR and Rcddersbiug. 
General Clements' brigade is marching 
hither by way of Philippopolls and 
FaurMmith." 

LONDON OKKiriALS 

Do Not Hclicve the Kriti.sh I'lidcr 
■v«*; Gutacre SiiUVre*! ncfeut. 

London, March 22. — The report that 
tha Boers, under the commsnd of Oen • 
eral Olivier, had defeated the British 
troops under General Gatacre in the 
vicinity of Bethulie i.s not believe<l 
hexe. A despatch from Springfontein 
dalid^ Tuesday, March 20, says: "G«n- 
•ral Gatacre was all well," and adds 
that he and General Brabant had not 
lost a dozen men in a fortnight. 

The last advices also placed General 
Gatacre about 30 miles north of Be- 
thulie, where the Boer report says the 
defeat was inflicted. This, combined 
with the fact that no mention of the 
affair was made by Lord Roberts, in 
his despatch of March 21, confirms the 
belief that Kroonstadt advices ara er- 
roneous. 

The reports of skirmishing near Lo> 
batait while apparently not inflicting 
any serious loss on Colonel Plumer's 

columns, cau.-ic grave anxiety in re- 
gard to his ability to reach Mafelcing. 
Farther news from that quarter is 
anxiously awaited, for in the six days 
that have elapsed since his last mes- 
sages wore sent off a serious engage- 
ment may have ocurred, though not of 
Col(m«I Plumer's seeking. The Boers 
seem determined not to give up their 
prey at Mateking without a fierce 
Straggle. 

In reply to the mayor of Cape Town's 
request to make "Mafeking relief day ' 
a public holiday, Premier Schrelner 
wrote: "May the holiday rnme soon 
and may a spirit of general good will 
and kindly consideration prevail later. " 

WUie the Boers and the British in 
the Orange Free States are talking ad- 
vantage of the period of inactivity to 
enjoy a rest, those on the borders of 
Natal are beginning to show activity. 
A special despatch from Darbaiv says 
the town of Pomeroy, 30 miles east of 
Ladysmith, has been burned by the 
Boers. A British detachment arriving 
at Pomaroy as the Boers evacuated the 
place shelled the borghflra, but they 
succeeded in taldng up a strong poai- 
tlon on the hills with a fisrcs estimated 
to Mmbar 5,000 men. 

Kuconntered the Boers. 

Lohatflt March 22.— Boors under 
Commaadaat Sayma» advancing 
in force from Mafeking towards Lo- 
batsi. Colonel Bortle made a recon- 
natosanoe and found IMtsanl and I'oth- 
lua» OMttpied by th« Boers.

One Case of Plague. 

San Francisco, .March 22.— The stea- 
mer Hongkong Maru arrived from 
Hongkong and Yokohama Tia Honolu- 
lu. A correspondent writing from Ho- 
nolulu under date of -March ISLsays: 
But one case of plague has developed 
during the last 11 days. This encour- 
aging situation has caused the board 
of health to moillfy a number of their 
rules, and now all classes of American 
and European goods are allowed to be 
shipped to the outside islands. Pas- 
sengers have been allowed to depart 
for the first time in many weeks. 

RxoduA of Finns.

arrived here from Antwerp, brought 
nearly 2(N) Finns who are said to be the 
first of many thousands who are flee- 
ing from the cruelty of the government 
of the czar of Russia. The party will 
locate in Minnesota. Iowa and Mon- 
'una. They claim that the csar. in- 
stead of appointing Finns to govern 
the country, had appointed Russians, 
who have dealt harshly with all. eipe* 
daily the very poor.

Columbus, 0., March 22.— By unan- 
imous vote the hodse Adopted Senator 

Harding's resolution to admit to the 
Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' Home 
at Xenia Comeiio V'arga, the Porto 
Rican boy who was the mascot of the 
Fourth regiment while In Porto Rico, 
and who was brought to this country 
by the regiment. 

The house adopted by a rising vote 
a resolution of tribute Jin memory of 
Hon. John A. Bingham, of Cadis. 

Mr. Rol)Crts, of Cuyahoga, made an 
unsuccessful effort to have the Sharp 
bill to repeal the Roberts law for li- 
censing stationary engineers, passed 
this session, taken from the committee 
on manufactures and commerce and re- 
ferred to the committee on labor. Mr. 
Roberts claimed that the committee 
on manufactures and commerce had 
already signed a favorable report with- 
out giving the opponents of the bill 
an opportunity to be heard. His mo- 
tion to relieve the committee of the 
bill and refer it to the committee on 
labor was defeated by a vote of 85 
to 4;t. 

The house passed Mr. Snyder's bill 
to allow worklngmeii two hours off 
duty at each general election for the 
purpose of voting, after being amended 
by Mr. Rankin, of Clark, by striking 
out the provision that no deduction of 
wages should be made by the employer 
for the time taken. The amendment 
virtually dwtroys the main purpose 
of the bill, except that it prevents em- 
ployers keeping at work until quitting 
time employes whose voting place 
may be a great distance from the shop 
or factory where employed, end there- 
by depriving them of voting. 

The hous? passed the bill by Mr. 
Brown, of Paulding, creating the offlce 
of township ditch supervisor at a com- 
pensation of $1.50 per day for the time 
employed. 

Mr. McKinnon introduced a bill to 
prohibit until June 1, 1903 (an exten- 
sion of three years) the transfer of 
insane or epileptics from county in- 
firmaries to state hospitals on account 
of the present overcrowded condition 
of the stiite hospitals. 

Mr. Crafts, of i'ortage county, in- 
troduced a bill to require low. water 
alarm guages placed on steam boilers 
and fixing the penalty for failure to do 
so at $25. 

Among the bills passed by the house 
were: H. B., to authorise the state 
board of agriculture tn issue $120,000 
iKjnds for the Improvement of the state 
fair grounds; H. B,, authorizing the 
trustees of the Ohio State university 
to refund |5SO,000 debt certificates, to 
mature; H. B., for the relief of John 
H. Karshner, of Co. M. Fourth O. N. 
O., who was injured Jan. 5, 1899, by 
the collapse of bunks at Columbus aud- 
itorium, where temporary barracks 
erected.

IDAHO'S GOVEKNOR 

Testiflrs For Defense in the Courr d' 
Al^ne Investigation. 
WashiagtfUl, March 22.— The usual 
interest attached to the Couer d'Alene 

investigation, as the prose.-utlon, after 
presenting tJstlmony' almo.U unlntei*- 
ruptedly for five weel;.-;, c!o:-,ed its la.ft 
and gave way to the defense. 

Governor Steunenberg, of Idaho, was 
(he first witness called to refute the 
tliarges which have been made. He 
is a type of the strudy far we.-t, oi 
massive build, and his indifference tu 
conventionalities is shown by a re- 
fusal to wear a neck tie. 

As he toolt ilie inland he spread be- 
fore him several hundre l ti ligraphic 
despatches. The examination wa.-. 
conducted by J. C. Cheney, of the 
counsel for the defense. 

Governor Steunenberg said he was 
elected governor of Idaho in lSil6. on 
the Peoples'-Democratlc ticket, hav- 
ing accepted the nomination of thu 
Democratic convention. He read a 
number of telegrams dat(Mi several 
days prior to tlie blowing up of tli'. 
Bunker Hill mill on April 29, and lead- 
ing up to the event. 

On April 2G, Frederick Burbridge. 
of the Bunker Hill mine, telegraphed 
that an armed mob had ttopped tii<,' 
Bunker Hill men from working and 
calling for protection to the property 
interests. He also read many tele- 
grams to and from the sheriff and oth- 
ers sliowlng the steps taken to main- 
tain order. The governor suggested 
arbitration of the differences, but In 
answer. Mr. Burbridge stated there 
was nothing to arbitrate, and again 
called for pnitertion. 

Ou April 29, the day of the blowing 
up of the mill. Governor Steunea^er:^ 
said he received, at 10:37 a. m., a de- 
ppatch from Burbridge stating that all 
the miners of Canyon creek had laid 
off and were coming to Wardner to 
menace the Bunker Hill men. This 
was accompanied by another request 
for protection. At the same time de- 
8pat( hes were recei\ed from A. L. 
Mohler, of the O. R. and N. railroad, 
first stoting that an armed force had 
taken possession of the railway tracks 
at Wardner, and one at 4 p. m. stating 
tliat the rioters had set fire to the 
Bunker Hill mill, that they had placed 
dynamite under the mill, and that it 
would be blown up. Sheriff Youn;; 
also telegraphed him from Wardner 
that the mill was blown up and giving 
the gravity of the situation. At 6 p. 
m. the governor sent a despatch to the 
president calling for federal aid, as the 
Idaho troops were absent in the Phil 
ipplnee.

Washinstou, .March 22.- .-^'•cr' tury 
Root made" a brief statement to the 
press at the war department in re- 
gard to the action «f the department 
In granting licenses to prn.-pectors to 
dredge the water front of Cape Nome, 
Alaska, in their search for gold, llu 
intimated that one or two such licenses 
has been issued, but to whom he did 
not remember.

Cleveland, O,, .Man h 22,— After vot- 
ing for over four lion is in secret ses- 
sion at Uermauia li:ill, machin- 
ists of Cleveland, both union and non- 
union,' unanimously declared a strike, 
to go into efFect at once. The strike 
will affect aljoul o5 machine sliops and 
mauufacturies. The result of the de- 
cisive ballot was received with deaf- 
ening cheers. President O'Connell said 
that It now looked as though Cleveland 
would be the stamping ground of one 
of the i)i^'K''sts hirikes Inattgurated In 
the United States. 

In accordance with the decision 
reached at the meetins, which lasted 
praclicaly thrnugliout liie niglit, the 
machinists empU.yed in more than .'lO 
establishments laid down their toola 
at 8 a. m. It Is stated that 1,500 mea 
are oi t. i!'.( lii'l!!!'; union and non-un- 
io'ii mcu. .•^lioulij \\\" strike continue 
for a few days several tiiousand addi- 
tional men in other trades dependent 
upon the marhlnists will become idle. 
The strikers dc'^ue they will remain 
out until tlieir ilemands for a nine 
hour day with 10 hours' pay Is granted 
by the employers. 

At four establishments the machin- 
ists were notified early in the day that 
their demands wire granted. In these 
shops the men continued at work. 
President O'Connell, of the Interna- 
tional Machinists' union, hss issued 
the following statement: "If the nine 
hour day is not granted l)y the employ- 
ers (if macliinis;.-! tliroughout the coun- 
try by April 1, there will be a general 
strike, involving 200,000 machlnlste, 
and not a wheel will be turned until 
that concession Is made. 

"The stril;(\-,; now in (ip('r;ition in 
Chicago, Cleveland. Columbus and 
other cities have so far encouraged 
the macliini.-ts of the I'nited States 
to mal;e a ,i;eiit r.il demand for a nine 
hour da>-, and unless the present 
strikes are speedily adjusted it will 
be very herd to prevent a general 
movement. 

"Telegrams are pouring in from all 
sections of the country asking permis- 
sion to make the demand. I am, bow- 
ever, trying to avoid the necessity of 
a general strike, and if the officers of 
the National .Metal Trades association 
(an lie inilin cd to meet us in a spirit 
of fairness, without imposing unreas- 
onable conditions to their propositions, 
a general strike can be averted. 

"If the employers, however. Insist 
th.at all iiie.-;en' siriUe.s must 1h' de- 
clared off for an indefinite period be- 
fore they win consider the question of 
arbitration an amicable adjustment 
can not be looked for." 

J'li'Hident O'Coniiei' left here for 
Erie, Pa., where he expects to confer 
with President Seldon, of the National 
Metal Trades assocl.ition with a View 
to bringing about settioment of 
pending machinists' strlkos at various 
points.

WASBiNoToir, March 20.— Senator Liod* 

say and Representatives Pugh and Bore- 
ing appeared before the House Judiciary 
Committee this morning to urge a favor- 
able report on the bill dividing Ken- 
tucky into two Judicial distrieta. 

This hill prov ides that the coanliea of 
Carroll, Owen, Franklin, Woodford, Jea- 
samine, Garrard, Lincoln, Palaaki and 
Wayne, together with all that part ot 
Kentucky lying east of said counties, 
aball compose the Eastern diatriot of 
Kentucky, and all the State west of the 
counties sball^ompose the Western die 
trict of Kentaeky. 

Two terms of the Circuit and District 
courts shall be held each yea** in the 
cities of Louisville, Paducah and Owens 
boro, and theae coarta shall have juris 
diction over the Western district of KeU' 
tucky; two terms of the Circuit and 
District coarta aball be held each ywc 
in the citiea Of Covington, Frankfort, 
London and Catlettabarg, and these 
courts shall have jariadiction over the 
Eastern district of Kentucky. 

It also assigns the District Attorney 
for the present district of Kentucky to 
the Weetem diatriot of Kentucky, and 
provides for the appointment of a Dis- 
trict Attorney for the Eastern district of 
Kentucky, and makea the present Mar- 
ahal Marshal for the Western Kentucky 
district, and provides for a new Marshal 
for the Eastern district. The Judges of 
the Eastern and Weutern districts shall 
appoint clerks for their respective courts.

"Under the new law no parsoa not a ^'^""^ Sutton wireet 
sradaate pharmacist and holding a cer- 
tificate from the State Hoard of Pharmacy, 
can sell medicines of any kind. Dr. 
Robt. Oaaaidy, of Lezincton, has been 
appointed by the State Board of Healtb 
aa a detective to discover and arrest 
oflfendera asainst the law." 

Section 14 of tho new law says : "Xoth- 
ioK in this act shall be construed so as to 
apply to, or in any way interfere with, 
the sale of the usual /lon-poiVon'/ns d >• 
meetic remedies and medicines, and pat- 
ent or proprietary medicines by country 
atorea in aoiall places or rural districts. 
Nothing in this kct shall apply to, or in 
any manner interfere with, the bmineFS 
of the licensed practicing physician, or 
pr«T»nt him from sapplying to hia pa* 
tients such articles as may seem to him 
proper, or with bis compoundiog bis 
own praaorlptiont." 

Another section of the law states that 
the act does not apply to the sale to a^;- 
rlooltarallata and hoitiooltaralists of 
such articles as are commooly med by 
them as insecticides. 

Ooantry store-keepers can sell such 
articles as Paris green and rat destroyers, 
bot not such articles as morphine, laud- 
anum, oil of tasty, wiot aad aimilar 
artioloa.

Big Money Being Made Growing 
BelgUi Hares. 



An Em7 to lUiw. Will Thrive Most Any- 
Wkere and Their Meat Better Thu 
Ikat of Gklekoio.

The Krowing of BelRian bares has re- 
cently become an extensive industry in 
Southern Califomi«, bavins it* oentor in 
Lot Ad^Ioi. Hers, within the paot two 
years, hundreds of firina have turned 
tlMflr attention to the timid little red 
brown hare, and tboaiaBdo of botbbee, 
or rabbit warrens, are housinR the breed- 
ing or growing animala. Many of the 
flODoenii have extenaits eqalpmenta, 
coBtinjt as much as thirty or forty tbnii.s- 
and dollars, while hundreds of others are 
mere boxes in back yards screened with 
wire netting, the proprietor of the place 
being some man or woman of the eetab- 
liihment. 

The economic value of the Belgian 
•bides in iti fleeh for food purposes. 

This has no relation to the ordinary hare 
or rabbit. It is white, close-grained and 
tender, reseVnbling very mach the legs of 
frogp, being wifhal of delicate and most 
aavory flavor. It is decidedly an epi- 
careen diab, being laperior to fowl of 
any kind ; no roast could be more pala- 
table than a Kood fat hare staffed with 
oyetera. 

The animal cnmmenda itself to raising 
in small ways from the fact that it is 
very clean and will be healthy in the 
moat limited and confined spacea. In 



this rwpcet it !• grwtly odpMfer to poul- 
try, reiiniring neither the care nor the 
apace of chickens. These considerations 
have made it distinctly the back yard 
pet of Los Angeles, in which enclosures 
many thousand are now being raised. 
The prices of hares of good breeding 
points are now high, notwithstanding 
the number in existence. A good buck 
oi^doe will [bring from $50 to $250, sales 
•t the latter price being very common 
Th* ordinary does and bucks of the age 
of three months, not bred from parents 
of prize>ecord8,|bring from $20 to $26. 
The sex i most commonly sold is the 

females ; a few unsalable does net upon 
the meat market, where they are rc adily 
gobbled up at 25 cents per pound live 
weight, a price which makes the animal 
worth from $2 to $2.60. They are killed 
and dressed at the stalls while the pur- 
chaser waiu. The animals can be'grown 
to maturity for from 3S to 40 cents, and 
they could be sold at ~'> cents and great 
profit realised ; the present prices, there- 
fore, ar« very remarkable, yet they have 
kept pteadily up since the inception of 
the industry and give no indication of 
waning. 

The hares at T.os Aujreles come di- 
rectly from Kn(;laud and BelKiura ; sev- 
eral of thelfirms make a specialty of im- 
porting. It is said that a bare having 
the points of the Belgian, but of smaller 
size, runs wild in the country to the west 
of Antwerp ; and by the importers it ii 
said that it was from this hare crossed 
with l'!nf;1i!^h breeds, the crostin); being 
with regard to a table animal, that the 
now popular Belgian was procured. Los 
Angeles appears to have <;otten the start 
upon the rest of the country, as ship- 
ments are being made daily from this 
place to all parts of the I'nited States, 
Florida being one of the largest takers. 
A Southern climate, howeier, w ni>t ween- 
tary/or tucoa^ euiture qf the animalt.

Th« high profit In growing the har» 
abides in their wonderful fecundity and 
in their eating cheap provender. The 
doe brinfli tofth ^vory sixty days, having 
from six to tleven and as high as four- 
teen in a litter. As the doe can only 
suckle eight, a white rabbit, usually an 
Angora, is kept in breeding to serve as 
nurse for the surplusage. The young 
stars grow at a rata of about one poutd 
per month fof oight months when they 
are matured tl eight ponnm. They are 
bred at seven monthb. They eat abou 
the aamelfood aa a alieep, their pieier 
enoo being for idfalfs or clover bay. 
When the doe comes to yield her litter 
she prepares for them a nest of hair 
which she pulls out of her own body. If 
not prevented by spreading boards or 
wire netting over the surface of the 
ground the doe will burrow and pro 
duce her young in a chamber about five 
feet under the ground. In this the ani* 
mal follows aitrait of the rabbit and not 
of the bare; another rabbit quality is 
that the young do not open tboir eyes 
uuiil about ten days after birth, while 
hares are born [with their eyes open 
But with all tba qualities of nneonferm 
ity there is no doubt that the animal is 
a bare. It has the small fore limbs anil 
the large strong kangaroo-like bioc 
legs of the hare and it movss by leaps 
and bounds. 

In color the Belgian is a yellowish red 
when mature, with white upon the belly« 
and with long erect ears. 

They are nearly black when borSitum 
almost gray when a week old, but daifksn 
and redden as they approach matority. 

A 15elgian Hare Association has been 
formed in Los Angeles which has an ex 
tensive roemberabip and all tba indica- 
tions are tliat another enduring and ex 
tensive industry has been added to the 
live stock interests of the country, with 
incident benefit to the pelt industry, for 
the skins make excellent furs for hatters' 
es, and for the lighter winter apparel 
for women, while they are beginning to 
enter the trade as trimmings.
